If y ou should have ask ed an old 
resident of the “heel counties” of 
Missouri why Missouri’s boundary 
ex tended into Ark ansas, he would 
lik ely have smiled and said it was 
because the people “didnt want to 
live in A rk ansas because it is un­ 
healthful”. 
If 
pressed 
further, 
however, the old 
resident 
would 
probably have told y ou the story 
of John Hardeman Walk er. 
Walk er was 
born 
in 
Fay ette 
County , Tennessee, February 
13, 
1794, and came to what 
is 
now 
Missouri about 1810. 
He 
settled 
at Little Prairie, or Fort St. Fer­ 
nando, near the present city 
of 
Caruthersville, 
where 
he 
died 
April 23, 1860, seventy -two y ears 
ago this 
week . 
W alk er’s 
grave 
can still be found near the E ast­ 
wood Memorial Church at Caruth­ 
ersville, the city 
he 
founded in 
1857. 
Walk er soon acq uired lands ex ­ 
tending along the Mississippi riv­ 
er and began raising cattle.

WEATHER MAN DEFINES 
THE TERMS USED 
IN 
FORECASTS 


The weather man’s vocabulary 
is free from weasel words. 
Each 
word in the daily forecasts is 
a 
terse and definite description of a 
constantly recurring weather con­ 
dition. 
Although many of 
these 
terms, such as “warmer”, “cooler”, 
“light frost”, and “fog”, can have 
but one meaning, others apparent­ 
ly convey different ideas to differf- 
ent people. 
To clear up this con­ 
fusion, E. B. Calvert, of the W eath­ 
er Bureau, United States D epart­ 
ment of 
Agriculture, 
tells just 
what the forecaster means when 
he mak es this announcements for 
the press and the radio. 
“Clear”, Mr. Calvert points out, 
signifies not only no rain, snow, or 
sleet ahead, but a sk y practically 
free from clouds, while “fair”, al­ 
so promising no precipitation, does 
not ex clude some clouds from the 
sk y . 
The term 
“generally 
fair” 
weather, he say s, is employ ed 
in 
connection with forecasts for re­ 
latively large

Tied by bonds of social and com­ 
mercial interest with New Madrid 
and 
other 
Missouri 
settlements 
along the Mississippi, 
the 
resi­ 
dents of what are now the 
“heel 
counties” felt they should be 
in­ 
cluded in the State 
of 
Missouri 
when it should 
be 
formed. 
The 
boundaries of Territorial Missouri 
did include this 
district, 
but 
in 
1817, popular memorials to Con­ 
gress, ask ing admission of Missou­ 
ri as a State, proposed that the 
boundaries 
of 
Missouri 
should 
ex tend no farther south than the 
line 36 degrees 30 minutes. This 
boundary , later k nown as the Mis­ 
souri 
Compromise 
Line, 
would 
have ex cluded from the State the 
lands of John Hardeman Walk er 
and his neighbors. 
Tradition has it that Walk er led 
the fight to have the area between 
the Mississippi 
and 
St. Francois 
river, ex tending down to the 36th 
degree of latitude, included in the 
State. History is silent as to how 
W alk er succeeded in his fight 
to 
include the “heel counties” in Mis­ 
souri, but when the Missouri Ter­ 
ritorial Legislature on November 
22, 1818, adopted a memorial ask ­ 
ing Congiess for statehood, 
the 
increased boundaries of the pro­ 
posed State included the land 
of 
W alk er and his friends. 
Among the prominent men who 
probably 
helped 
W alk er 
were 
Alex ander Buck ner, later 
United

Senator,

Evans, Judge Richard S. Thomas 
and John Scott, Territorial dele­ 
gate, as well as other prominent 
politicians a t Jack son.

er say s that Walk er followed up 
his advantage with

A t this time Congress was

foundations of government and the

Congress 
radically 
slashed 
the

boundaries of the new

suggested Ly the Missouri Terri­ 
torial Legislature in its memorial, 
but when the line between

souri and Ark ansas Territory was

The weather man uses the term 
“snow” to denote snowfall of re- 
laitvely long duration, “occasional 
snow” for snowfall at 
infreq uent 
intervals, and “snow flurries” for 
very light interm ittent snowfall.

This Week in Missouri History 


Floyd C. Shoemaker 
To the person who looks 
at the 
map of Missouri and wonders why 
the 
southeastern 
boundaries 
of 
the State extend far 
down 
into 
Arkansas, the 
name 
of 
John 
Hardeman W alker probably meanp 
nothing. 
Yet to this man, influ­ 
ential, prominent, and a veritable 
“cattle king”, local tradition 
has 
given credit for including 
within 
Missouri w hat is now all of Pem­ 
iscot and parts of New Madrid and 
Dunklin counties. 
If you should have asked an old 
resident of the “heel counties” of 
Missouri why Missouri’s boundary 
extended into Arkansas, he would 
likely have smiled and said it was 
because the people “didnt want to 
live in A rkansas because it is un­ 
healthful”. 
If 
pressed 
further, 
however, the old 
resident 
would 
probably have told you the story 
of John Hardeman Walker. 
W alker was 
born 
in 
Fayette 
County, Tennessee, February 
13, 
1794, and came to what 
is 
now 
Missouri about 1810. 
He 
settled 
a t Little Prairie, or Fort St. Fer­ 
nando, near the present city 
of 
Caruthersville, 
where 
he 
died 
April 23, 1860, seventy-two years 
ago this 
week. 
W alker’s 
grave 
can still be found near the E ast­ 
wood Memorial Church at C aruth­ 
ersville, the city 
he 
founded in 
1857. 
W alker soon acquired lands ex­ 
tending along the Mississippi riv­ 
er and began raising cattle. 
In 
a 
few years 
he 
owned 
extensive 
herds 
which 
roamed 
the 
great 
swamps of the present Pemiscot 
county, and grew fat on the luxuri­ 
ous 
vegetation. 
“Cow-skin” 
Pemiscot Bayou is said to have re 
ceived its name because 
it 
was 
here that Walker slaughtered hun­ 
dreds of cattle and 
dried 
their 
hides on the banks before shipping 
them to New Orleans. 
W alker had been only a short 
tim e in the settlem ent when 
the 
New Madrid earthquake 
of 1811 
and 1812 occurred. 
Nearly all the 
settlers fled the country as build­ 
ings were destroyed by the earth­ 
quakes. 
So hurriedly did the set­ 
tlers flee that it is said 
Wr&iker 
was soon the only resident left in 
what is now Pemiscot County. Fol­ 
lowing years marked the re-settle­ 
ment of the district and W alker 
came to be regarded as the most 
influential man in his section 
of 
southeast Missouri Territory. 
Tied by bonds of social and com­ 
mercial interest with New Madrid 
and 
other 
Missouri 
settlem ents 
along the Mississippi, 
the 
resi­ 
dents of what are now the 
“heel 
counties” felt they should be 
in­ 
cluded in the State 
of 
Missouri 
when it should 
be 
formed. 
The 
boundaries of Territorial Missouri 
did include this 
district, 
but 
in 
1817, popular memorials to Con­ 
gress, asking admission of Missou­ 
ri as a State, proposed that the 
boundaries 
of 
Missouri 
should 
extend no farther south than the 
line 36 degrees 30 minutes. This 
boundary, later known as the Mis­ 
souri 
Compromise 
Line, 
would 
have excluded from the State the 
lands of John Hardeman W alker 
and his neighbors. 
Tradition has it that W alker led 
the fight to have the area between 
the Mississippi 
and 
St. Francois 
river, extending down to the 36th 
degree of latitude, included in the 
State. 
History is silent as to how 
W alker succeeded in his fight 
to 
include the “heel counties” in Mis­ 
souri, but when the Missouri T er­ 
ritorial Legislature on November 
22, 1818, adopted a memorial ask­ 
ing CongiOas for statehood, 
the 
increased boundaries of the pro­ 
posed State included the land 
of 
W alker and his friends. 
Among the prominent men who 
probably 
helped 
W alker 
were 
Alexander Buckner, later 
United 
States 
Senator, 
General 
Jam es 
Evans, Judge Richard S. Thomas 
and John Scott, Territorial dele­ 
gate, as well as other prominent 
politicians at Jackson. 
One w rit­ 
er says th at W alker followed up 
his advantage with 
the 
Missouri 
Territorial Legislature 
by going 
to W ashington where he laid 
his 
case befoie Congress. 
A t this time Congress was 
ab­ 
sorbed 
in the 
famous 
Missouri 
Question, which fairly shook 
the 
foundations of government and the 
institution of 
slavery. 
Congress 
radically 
slashed 
the 
proposed 
boundaries of the new 
State 
as 
suggested L> the Missouri T erri­ 
torial Legislature in its memorial, 
but when the line between 
Mis­ 
souri and Arkansas Territory was 


finally agreed 
to, 
the 
lands of 
W alker and his neighbors were not 
in Arkansas but in Missouri. Thus 
is John Hardeman W alker remem­ 
bered in Southeast Missouri as the 
one largely responsible for perm a­ 
nently determ ining the southeast­ 
ern boundary of the State. 


WEATHER MAN DEFINES 
THE TERMS USED 
IN 
FORECASTS 


BOARD OF EQUALIZATION 


The weather man’s vocabulary 
is free from weasel words. 
Each 
word in the daily forecasts is 
a 
terse and definite description of a 
constantly recurring w eather con­ 
dition. 
Although many of 
these 
term s, such as “warm er”, “cooler”, 
“light frost”, and “fog”, can have 
but one meaning, others apparent­ 
ly convey different ideas to differf- 
ent people. 
To clear up this con­ 
fusion, E. B. Calvert, of the W eath­ 
er Bureau, United States D epart­ 
m ent of 
Agriculture, 
tells just 
what the forecaster means when 
he makes this announcements for 
the press and the radio. 
“Clear”, Mr. Calvert points out, 
signifies not only no rain, snow, or 
sleet ahead, but a sky practically 
free from clouds, while “fair”, al­ 
so promising no precipitation, does 
not exclude some clouds from the 
sky. 
The term 
“generally 
fair” 
weather, he says, is employed 
in 
connection with forecasts for re­ 
latively large 
areas, 
and 
while 
there may be some cloudiness and 
possibly 
light 
precipitation 
in 
scattered places, 
clear 
to partly 
on cloudy skies will prevail over most 
of the area. 
From “partly cloudy”, indicating 
no precipitation but some 
cloudi­ 
ness, the fo recaster has interm ed­ 
iate term s to “rain”, a warning of 
precipitation for. a comparatvely 
long portion of the period to which 
the forecast 
applies. 
These 
in­ 
tervening term s are ( 1) “increas­ 
ing 
cloudiness”—a 
sky at 
first 
clear or partly cloudy, 
becoming 
overcast, or a sky at first 
nearly 
overcast with thin, 
high 
clouds, 
followed by intermediate and low 
clouds; (2) 
“mostly 
cloudy”—a 
sky overcast, but with occasional 
breaks of relatively long duration; 
(3) 
“cloudy”—an 
overcast 
sky, 
with no precipitation; (4) “unset­ 
tled”—much cloudiness, but 
very 
little or no precipitation; and (5) 
“threatening”—overcast sky, with 
dark lowering clouds, but precipi­ 
tation unlikely. 
Rainfall at infrequent 
intervals 
and not prolonged is announced as 
‘occasional 
rain” ; 
interm ittent 
rainfall of compartively short dur­ 
ation as a “shower”. 
The w eather man uses the term 
“snow” to denote snowfall of re- 
laitvely long duration, “occasional 
snow” for snowfall at 
infrequent 
intervals, and “snow flurries” for 
very light interm ittent snowfall.
